Chief candidates on the Repub- 
lican and Democratic state tickets 
addressed the platform conven- 
tions of their respective parties 
and gave vent, as expected, to 
denunciations of their opponents. 


Democratic Hear Sparkman. 


The Democrats had among 
their speakers not only state can- 
didates but also their vice presi- 
dential nominee, United States 
Senator John J. Sparkman of 
Alabama. He called on party 
members to “stress the record of 
the Democratic party on honesty 
in government.” 

Victory-hungry Republicans, in 
an appeal for labor, farm and 
Negro votes, adopted a platférm 
pledging revision of the King- 
Thompson utility no-strike law, 
bigger expenditures for rural 
roads and schools and enactment 
of a fair employment standards 


act. 

The 2400-word Republican 
statement of party policy and ob- 
jectives, taking a clear-cut stand 
on several controversial issues, 
was approved by a fully-attended 
Republican platform convention 
at the Sate Capitol. ' 

Democratic Platform. 


The Democratic state platform, 
adopted several hours later, was 
eonfined largely to praise of the 
Democratic administrations in 
Washington and Jefferson City,

NEW PLANE ENGINE 
MAY PAVE WAY FOR 
1000 M.P.H. SPEEDS 


Harnesses Hot, High Speed 
Gas to Propeller to In- 
crease Power. 


WOODRIDGE, N.J., Sept. 10 
(AP) — Development of a new 
turboprop airplane engine which 
may pave the way for eventual 
speeds of up to 1000 miles an 
hour was announced yesterday by 
Curtiss-Wright Corp. 

The horsepower of the new en- 
gine, designed for the U.S. Air 
Force, could not be divulged. 
However, turboprop engines of 
about 6000 horsepower are known 
to be in use in the United States. 

A turboprop engine was de- 
scribed as similar in basic design 
to a turbo jet. The difference 
lies in the fact that the turbo- 
prop harnesses hot, high speed 
gas to a propeller, while the 
turbojet drives the plane with the 
“kick” of the exhaust gas rushing 
from the rear of the engine.

Democrats Stand Pat. 


The Democrats, representing 
the party in power and confident 
of victory in November, were 
content to stand on thei rrecord, 
as they saw it, and merely prom- 
ise to improve on it. Their plat- 
form was a studied attempt to 
avoid any stand that might alien- 
ate support they now have. 

The Republican platform fa- 
yored retention of the King- 
Thompson principlé of protecting 
the public against disruption of 
vital utility services as a result 
of a labor dispute. But the Re- 
publicans promised to amend the 
“unjust and unfair” provisions 
of the act, which was passed by 
the 1947 Republican - controlled 
legislature. 

They promised specifically to 
amend the “harsh” penalty sec- 
tions directed against utility 
workers and their unions. This 
provision, the Republicans point 
out, was added to the act on the 
demand of the then Governor, 
Phil M. Donnelly, who is now the 
Democratic nominee for Gover- 
nor. 

They also pledged other King- 
Thompson amendments to protect 
the rights of the public and em-

for review.” 

Chelf later told the Post-Dis- 
patch the files are not being made 
public, but that Attorney General 
James P. McGranery, after a 
lengthly conference with Commit- 
tee Counsel Robert A. Collier, had 
reversed an earlier refusal to let 
Bakewell examine the voluminous 
files. 

Room Crammed With Papers. 

Collier was taken to a room 
in the Justice Department where, 
he told associates later, the cham- 
ber was crammed from top to 
bottom with papers bearing on the 
Kansas City case. 

Chelf also told the Post-Dis- 
patch it is his understanding from 
Collier that the files are “com- 
plete,”. and therefore will include 
reports of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation,

There is a distinct possibility, 
Chelf said, that when the com- 
mittee opens new public hearings 
next Wednesday, former Assistant 
Attorney General Theron Lamar 
Caudle will be asked to explain 
fully his role in the inquiry into 
the Kansas City vote fraud in- 
vestigation. 

Chelf Dissatisfied. 

Caudle was questioned about 
this inquiry behind closed doors 
when the committee met last 
Sunday. At the conclusion 
of the session, Chairman Chelf 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
Caudle’s explanation. This state- 
ment of dissatisfaction was shared, 
by Representative Kenneth B. 
Keating (Rep.), New York, the 
only other member of the sub- 
committee who heard Caudle. 

Various congressional inquiries 
into the Kansas City episode have 
developed that the FBI was un- 
der instructions to make only a, 
limited investigation into the 
charges of vote fraud, but when 
the ballots were stolen from a 
courthouse safe, where they had 
been placed for a post-election 
audit, the FBI investigation was 
broadened. Caudle was head of 
the criminal division at the time. 

Caudle told the Chelf commit- 
tee, and later told the Post-Dis- 
patch, that then Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark, now a Supreme 
Court Justice, had worked long 
and hard in an effort to make 
a sound federal case against the 
perpetrators of the vote frauds. 
Caudle also insisted that there 
had been no political pressure 
whatsoever to “drag our feet” in 
the inquiry. 

28 of 29 Cases Dropped. 

The Justice Department 
dropped prosecution of 28 of 29 
defendants in the fraud cases. 

Former Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath, prior to his 
dismissal by President Truman, 
steadfastly resisted congressional 
attempts to open up the depart- 
ment files op the case. McGran- 
ery had been no less reluctant 
to make them available since he 
took over last May 27, despite 
persistent efforts by Bakewell to 
obtain them. . 

Bakewell said in St. Louis yes- 
terday: “I am determined to go 
into the Justice Department and 
stay there as long as necessary 
in order to settle this question 
of how the department handled 
the Kansas City cases. I am par- 
ticularly anxious to see the FBI 
memoranda, though not necessar- 
ily its reports. I want to know 
if the FBI was tied down in its 
me by the Justice Depart- 
ment.”

Backs Truman Foreign Policy. 

Stevenson stood solidly on the 
foreign policy of the Truman Ad- 
‘ministration and, with a warning 
of peril, qutlined a program for 
action in Asia. 

“America is threatened as never 
before,” he said. 

The way to avert war, he said, 
is to give matérial aid to the new 
nations of Asia, to recognize their 


desire for independence, and to 
show them that the United States 
is not pursuing a policy of domi- 
nation. 

He made no promises of an 
early peace in the cold war 
against Communism. Peace with 
the Soviet Union, Stevenson said, 
“will involve negotiation and ad- 
justment—compromise but never 
appeasement.” 

“Though progress may be slow, 
it can be steady and sure,” he 
added, 

Stevenson elected to discuss the 
Far East here because the Pacific 
coast is oriented in that direc- 
tion, not toward Europe. Califor- 
nia is the home state of Senator 
William Knowland, a Republican 
who has ardently battled for aid 
to the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, a course ignored by the 
Governor. 

Anticipates Critic!sm, 

In the speech, given before 4 
capacity crowd of 1000 in the hall 
where the United Nations Charter 
'was signed in 1945, Stevenson an- 
ticipated criticism when he con- 
cluded: 

“Some will say togyou that this 
is visionary stuff. To this I reply 
that history has shown again and 
again that the self-styled realists 
are the real visionaries—for their 
eyes are fixed on a past that can- 
not be recaptured, It was Wood- 
row Wilson, with his dream of 
the League of Nations, who was 
the truly practical man—not the 
Old Guard who fought him to 
the death. And in the fateful 
summer of 1940 it took the vision 
of a Churchill to see beyond Dun- 
kerque to victory.” 

Stevenson sailed head-on into 
the issue of the Korean war, 
which is being called by many Re- 
publicans seeking election, “Tru- 
man’s war.” Senator James P. 
Kem of Missouri is one of the 
politicians who is blaming the Ad- 
ministration for continued spill- 
ing 6f American blood. in Kofea. 
This is one of the most sensitive 
issues in the campaign and the 
one, perhaps, most open to dema- 
goguery. 

Stevenson defended the Korean 
action and did not offer even the 
hope for a quick and easy solu- 
tion. He said: 

“In Korea we took a long step 
toward building a security system 
in Asia. As an American I am 


proud that we had the courage to 
resist that ruthless, cynical ag- 
gression: and I am equally proud 
that we have had the fortitude to 
refuse to risk extension of that

ARE FIRED IN YEAR 
ENDED JULY 1952 


Nearly a Third of Them 
Ousted for Taking 
Bribes and Other Gra- 


tuities. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP) 
—The Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue reported today it fired 174 
“wayward” employes from July 


1954 to July 1952—nearly a third 
of them for taking bribes and 
other gratuities. 

Secretary of Treasury John W. 
Snyder of St. Louis issued the 
report and said the bureau itself 
discovered and investigated most 
of those “who proved too little 
or too weak” for their jobs. 

Snyder’s summary showed 53 
employes were dropped for ac- 
cepting uncer-the-counter pay- 
ments from taxpayers, 24 for em- 
bezzlement involing federal 
funds or property, 21 for failing 
to pay proper taxes themselves, 
five for falsifying Government 
records and 71 for such things 


ing bureau regulations. 

Internal Revenue Commissioner 
John B. Dunlap said in the re- 
port that scandals which shook 
the bureau from top to bottom 
developed “while‘our main atten- 
tion was focused on solving prob- 
lems brought on by the vast war- 
time increase in our tax system.” 

“Some of the:men charged with 
the responsibility for proper ad- 
ministration of our service proved 
too little for their heavy public 
trust,” Dunlap said. 

The bureau now handles 25 
per cent more income tax returns 
than when he became Secretary 
of Treasury six years ago, Snyder 
said, with only a 2.5 per cent in- 
crease in the number of workers. 
There are 57,500 persons on the 
internal revenue payroll. 

Snyder also noted a 105 per 
cent increase in tax returns over 
$10,000 — which require more 
work and individual attention— 
and a 47 per cent increase in 
corporate income tax returns. 

Assessments and collections ‘on 
unpaid taxes were nearly $800,- 
000,000 last year, he said, or 25 
per cent greater than in 1946.

New rules prohibiting School 
Board members and officers from 
using the “skill or labor” of a 
school employe in their “personal 
affairs’ were adopted by the 
board last night at a meeting that 
became snarled in technicalities. 

The three-hour session ended 


on a note of uncertainty as to 
whether the board had approved 
in its entirety a more compre- 
hensive proposed code of ethics, 
which included the prohibition 
against use .of school employes 
for personal matters. 

Gerald K. Presberg, the board’s 
assistant attorney, ruled a new 
code had been adopted, despite a 
vote against three of its pro- 
visions. Oscar A. Ehrhardt, a 
board member, disputed Pres- 
berg’s ruling, but proponents of 
the code, sensing victory, quickly 
proposed the meeting be ad- 
journed. Their motion carried. 


Proposals Turned Down. 


Early in the meeting, the board, 
by a 6-to-5 vote in each instance, 
had rejected separate proposals 
that would prohibit patronage and 
would bar certain financial trans- 
actions by board members and 
officers. 

However, the board later ap- 
proved another report, which in- 
cluded the code without excep- 
tions. At Presberg’s suggestion, 
H. M. Stolar, a board member, 
then moved that the board recon- 
sider the second report, so that 
the ethics code could be eliminat- 
ed and the record cleared.

“To implement this principle, 
we pledge the Republican party, 
when it comes to power in Mis- 
souri, to so legislate that no state 
funds will be expended on any 
project unless these fair employ- 
ment standards are met.” 

The other platform declared 
the Democratic party is commit- 
ted to support and advance the 
individual rights and liberties of 
all Americans. It pledged “con- 
tinued support” to effect civil 
rights, without specifying a plan 
or proposal. 

G.O.P. Road Program. 


The Republicans promised to 
support a program to provide 
stute funds for rural roads out- 
side of the state highway system, 
It proposed that sales taxes col- 
lected on automobiles, trailers 
and automobile accessories be 
earmarked for farm road im- 
provements. 

The Republicans promised a 
study of election laws, with a 
view to advancing the August pri- 
mary date and permitting heavily 
populated sections to use voting 
machines. 


On the question of education, 
the Republicans declared they 
would promote a program to pro- 
vide more adequate financing of 
the public schools. They proposed 
increased state aid and local ex- 
penditures to provide better edu- 
cational opportunities for all chil- 
dren in the state.

was subsequently revoked.” 


Ehrhardt Objects. 

Ehrhardt objected that inter- 
pretation was required to under- 
stand the proposal, which read: 
“No board member shall take any 
part in the hiring, promotion or 
demotion of an employe, except 
under the provisions of the school 
law.” 

The School Board authorized 
its officers to enter into negotia- 
tions with the St. Louis Housing 
Authority for purchase of a site 
for a school building at the north- 
east corner of Twenty-second and 
Biddle streets.

Television and radio broadcasts 
from Kiel Auditorium have been 
suspended by the ‘city because of 
threats of picketing growing out 
of a dispute between two AFL 
unions, both claiming jurisdiction 
over setting up facilities for such 
events. 

The suspension order, an- 
nounced yesterday at a meeting 
of the Municipal Auditorium 
Commission, would affect sched- 
uled broadcasts of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's speech at the 
auditorium Sept. 20, and of the 
Veiled Prophet Ball Oct. 7. 

The dispute, between the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers and the Interna- 
tional Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employes, is in the hands of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
which conducted a 30-day hearing 
of the issues here during the sum- 
mer. 

Briefs, and the 1400-page tran- 
script of the. proceedings are in 
the hands of the board at Wash- 
ington, which has given no indi- 
cation of an early decision. 
Suspension of broadcasting pend- 
ing settlement of the dispute was 
on the recommendation of Audi- 


Gualdoni said the picketing 
threat came from the theatrical 
workers, who promised “appro- 
priate action” if the electricians 
took over movie camera and 
stagehands’ work claimed by the 
several crafts in the theatrical 
union. It was to prevent such ac- 
tion that the suspension order 
was issued yesterday. 

Last April the electrical work- 
ers filed a petition for jurisdic- 
tion over TV work, arguing that 
setting up of such facilities was 
integrated with the jobs of TV 
engineers, who are affiliated with 
the Electrical Wcerkers’ Union. 

The theatrical employes op- 
posed the claim, contending that 
stagehands and movie camera 
men have been employed in TV 
since 1947, and the work belongs 
to them. The theatrical union 
maintained also that its long- 
term contracts with theaters 
cover TV shows. 

An exception was made by the 
theatrical workers for the St. 
Louis University commencement, 
held at the Auditorium last 
June, because the exercises were 
booked prior to development of 
the dispute. There are to be no 
further exceptions while the dis- 
pute exists, officers of the theat- 
rical union said today.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Eleanor Holm was granted a sepa- 
ration today from her little show- 
man husband, Billy Rose, after 
Rose halted his divorce suit and 


withdrew defenses to her separa- 
tion action. 

State Supreme Court Justice 
James B. McNally granted the de- 
cree, ringing down the curtain on 
the Roses’ courtroom drama less 
than three hours after it began. 

The separation decree was 
granted on grounds of both aban- 
donment and cruelty. The latter 
ground was added with permis- 
sion of the court on the basis that 
Rose’s divorce action against his 
wife and his failure to prove 
charges of adultery was “inhu- 
man and cruel treatment.” 

Rose’s attorney, Arthur Gar- 
field Hays, reserved the right to 
contest the amount of alimony to 
be set by Judge McNally. A hear- 
ing to determine alimony will be 
held Oct. 15. 

Miss Holm’s attorney, Louis 

Nizer, accepted what me termed 
Rose’s “surrender and confession” 
to, his 38-year-old former swim- 
ming star wife. 

Hays said the producer moved 
to withdraw the divorce action 
and all charges connected with it. 
Under New York law, adultery 
is the only basis for divorce. 
Rose had charged his wife with 
misconduct with five men. 

Hays said the case had “pro- 
vided a Roman holiday” in the 
newspapers, which had described 
it as “the war of the Roses.” The 
historical war by that name lasted 
30 Years and resulted in the ruin- 
ation of all involved, Hays said. 

The public expected “that these 
parties would put each other 
through a mud bath,” he went on, 
adding that Rose had “no desire” 
for anything of the kind. 

In accepting Rose’s announce- 
ment, Nizer said, however, that 
he did not accept the “excuse 
given”—that the withdrawal was 
brought about so that Mrs. Rose 
would not be hurt by the testi- 
mony. 

The former swimming star 
filed suit for separation last Nov. 
19. She nanied Joyce Mathews, 
former showgirl and wife of Mil- 
ton Berle, as co-respondent. 

Miss Holm now is receiving 
$700 a week temporary alimony— 
believed to be a record in iNew 
York. 

Papers in the case had been 
sealed by the court, but some de- 
tails have come out in the pre- 
trial hearings and in word battles 
between the couple once described 
as ideal after their marriage 13 
years ago.

Close Race in Indiana. 


Local reporters and politicians 
said that the Indiana presidential 
contest is a “horse-race” and 
that Jenner is “in trouble” in his 
contest with Democrat Henry F.

As a 
matter of practical politics, Ei- 
senhower needs Jenner’s support, 
but Jenner needs Eisenhower far 
more. 

Eugene Pulliam, editor of the

‘A Test of Endurance.’ 


Stevenson noted that having 
failed to defeat us in battle in 
Korea the Communists are ‘seek- 
ing to defeat us “by prolonging 
the negotiations and by exhaust- 
ing our patience.” He asked for 
more patience, saying, ‘“‘The con- 
test with tyranny is not a huh- 
dred yard dash—it is a test of 
endurance.” 

Eisenhower said at Philadel- 
phia that we are in the Korean 
war because the Administration 
abandoned China to the Commu- 
nists. He did not say that his 
preceptor and idol, Gen. George 
C. Marshall, tried to do some- 
thing about this and failed. In- 
deed, no one could have suc- 
ceeded. 

The Republican critics of our 


help India today rather than con- 
duct tearful post mortems on 
China if they really want to as- 
sist the Asiatics, Stevenson said.

He indorsed what is in effect 
the Administration’s Point IV 
program for aid to under-devel- 
oped countries.

“This is no time to kid our- 
selves with press agents’ plati- 
tudes.” : 

Stevenson criticized FEisen- 
hower’s Philadelphia speech as “a 
curious mixture” and said that 
the most powerful wing of the 
Republican party in Congress 
would not indorse it. As an ex- 
ample he noted that isolationist 
Republicans have regularly tried 
to wreck the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram. 

Applauded 16 Times. 

The Governor spoke over a na- 
tional television ‘network. Two 
steel scaffolds in the small hall 
supported nine television and 
radio cameras. He was applauded 
16 times. One round came after 
the following: 

“Co-existence (with Commu- 
nism) is not a form of passive 
acquiescence in things as they 
are. It is waging the contest be- 
tween freedom and tyranny by 
peaceful means. It will involve 
negotiation and adjustment—com- 
promise but never appeasement—

He was applauded when he said 
the fight against Communism has 
two parts, defense and develop- 
‘ment; when he described his atti- 
tude toward Korea, and when he 
said that the answer to Commu- 
nism is “good works.” 

Speaking with unusual serious- 
ness, Stevenson made _ these 
points: 

1. “I do not think war is an 
inevitable part of this contest 
between freedom and tyranny.” 

2. “With 85 per cent of our 
budget allocated to defense, it 
is the Soviet Union which now 
fixes the level of our defense 
expenditures and thus our tax 
rates.” 

Stevenson boarded a train to- 
day—for the first time since he 
left Springfield, Iil., Friday—and 
started “‘whistle stopping” the 400 
miles to Los Angeles. The Gov- 
ernor has been traveling by air. 

He will make another major 
Speech in Los Angeles tomorrow 
night. 

He plans to go then to Phoenix, 
Ariz., and Albuquerque, N. M. 

In San Jose today Stevenson 
said, “The Democratic policy is 
based on a belief in life, liberty | 
and the pursuit of happiness.”

MISSOURI AID PAYMENTS DROP 


JEFFERSON CITY (UP)—The 
cost of state aid to the aged, dis- 
abled persons and dependent 
children declined $26,090 last 
month, Proctor N. Carter, direc- 
tor of the Missouri Division of 
Welfare, reports. 

There was.a drop of 866 in the 
number of dependent children re- 
ceiving state aid, Carter said. He 
said the old age assistance rolls 
decreased 292 but aid to disabled 
persons went to 96 more recipi- 
ents in August than in the pre- 
vious month. :

STUDIED IN OKLAHOMA PARK 


ARDROME, Okla., Sept. 10 
(AP)—For years 70-year-old Bob 
Dodson, an Oklahoma park serv- 
ice employe, had begged scientists 
to investigate a hard, black object 
which was sticking out of the 
ground in a scrub oak patch at 
Lake Murray state park. Nobody 
paid any attention. 

oday, guards maintain a 24- 
hour vigil while scientists study 
the object. 

Dr. Lincoln La Paz, University 
of New Mexico scientist, said it 
was a nickel-iron meteorite, prob- 
ably. the largest recovered in this 


try. 

“I cannot tell exactly when it 
fell,” La Paz said, He estimated 
later it was probably about 20,000 
years old. 

The scientist heads the Institute 
of Meteoritics at the University 
at Albuquerque. He said his trip 
to the site of the meteorite yester- 
day was prompted by a telephone 
call from A. Allen Grafham, direc- 
tor of the Tucker Tower museum.

'—Mexico has. suggested to the 
‘United Nations a new plan to end 
the Korean war prisoner dead- 
‘lock, It calls for immigration to 
‘neutral countries of all prisoners 
‘who do not wish to return home. 


A foreign office spokesman said 
last night the proposal was deliv- 
ered to U.N. Secretary General 
Trygve Lie several days ago and 
distributed among the 60 member 
natidns. Unofficial sources said 
the United States regarded the 
idea favorably.

welcomed the Mexican proposal. 
The United States is studying the 
‘suggestion, he said.) 


Chinese and North Korean ne- 
gotiators in the armistice talks

has offered to return 83,000 but : : 
‘refuses to send back another 
87,000, including civilian prison- 
ers, who have said they would re- 
sist repatriation. 


The Mexican proposals were 
made by retiring President Miguel 
Aleman in a letter to the foreign 
office. The letter directed Mexi- 
can diplomatic officials to propose 
the plan at the U.N. and in:the 
capitals of member states. ) 

Under tthe proposals, all. pris- 
oners who want to go home 
would be returned at once. Those 
who signify unwillingness to go 
home, from either side, would 
emigrate to other U.N. members 
who would receive them as pos- 
sible future citizens.and permit 
them to work for a living. 


When a final settlement of the 
war is reached the emigrants 
would be permitted to return 
home if they desired. 

Aleman said his plan would 
settle the thorny prisoner-of-war 
issue and quite possibly bring 
about a quick Korean armistice; 
it would then raise the social 
status of the prisoners by making 
them free workers; confidence in 
the United Nations would be in- 
creased and a “contribution to 
international law might be made 

‘by reaffirming the principle that 
prisoners of war are not: to be 
, treated as just conglomeration of 
human beings whose fate authori- 
ties may decide at will, but, on 
the contrary, that man’s inalien- 
able rights freely to work out his 
own destiny should prevail.”

BOSTON, Sept. 10 (UP) —A ALTERATIONS 
resolution before the House of FREE 
Bishops of the Protestant Episco- 
pal church today attacked “Mc- 
Carthyism” in government in- 
vestigations of subversive activity. | 

Bishop William Scarlett of 
Missouri introduced the resolve 
at yesterday’s session of the fifty- 
seventh triennial convention of 
the church and said it “might be 
thought” to apply to Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin. 

The resolution said “fair-mind- 
ed men have been shocked in 
recent months by accusations of 
a most serious nature leveled 
against respected citizens unsup- 
ported by any factual evidence.”

‘gy WANT to share with you, if I may, a letter I received from a

Grover was unable to stand the campaign and died before the election, 
But Adlai lived to be @ very old cat.”

We think and talk a lot these days about our dangers. 

We should think and talk more about our opportunities. 


Victory or defeat for a nation, 
as for a man, springs, first of all, 
from its attitudes toward the 
world. The men who built the 
West had victory in their hearts 
and songs of triumph on their 
lips, They were doers, not wor- 
riers. They really believed that 
the Lord helps those who helps 
themselves. 

There is something badly wrong 
with the perspective of men who 
call the last 10 years the “dismal 
decade.” | 

And there is something odd, 
too, in a point of view which in- 
dorses the nation’s foreign policies 
and promises to save you at the 
same time from such enlightened 
bungling.

United States, said here yesterday 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower As 
“on his way to decisive victory” 
and expressed hearty approval of 


Eisenhower's conduct of the cam-’ 


paign thus far. 

Asked to comment on Eisen- 
hower'’s espousal of United States 
Senators Joseph McCarthy of 
Wisconsin and William E. Jenner 
of Indiana, Stassen said: 

“Both political parties have a 
great variation in their member- 
ship and the people understand 
- that.” 

He said “there’s a tremendous 
upsurge of support for Eisenhow- 
er that goes far beyond party 
lmes.” At Philadelphia, Stassen 
added, the general got a reception 
comparable to that accorded the 
late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1940, and there was a 
large number of working people 
in the cheering crowd. 


“As I see it,” Stassen declared, 
“the people know they can trust 
him. They know he has a great 
capacity for leadership and they 
know his heart is in the right 
place.” 

Stassen, president of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, was in 
St. Louis to address a general 
session of the American Dental 
Association last night at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

Interviewed at the hotel, he 
said that Democratic Presidential 
Nominee Adlai Stevenson of IIli- 
nois cannot hope to disassociate 
himself from the Truman Admin- 
istration. Stassen praised United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore of St. Louis for his role 
in bringing tax scandals to light« 

“The people know there is only 
one way to clean out the corrup- 
tion,” Stassen said, “and that is 
to vote for Gen. Eisenhower.” 

The Republican nominee, Stas- 
sen told reporters, is an unusual 
combination in that he is “a 
superb leader while at the-same 
time being humanitarian in his 
interests. This marks the type 
of man who would make a great 
president.” 

Stassen said Eisenhower will 
carry “some southern states.” 
When asked in what southern 
states an Eisenhower victory is 
considered most likely, he re- 
plied: “Put it this way—I don’t 
think there is any state in the 
Union which could be ruled out. 
That doesn’t mean, of course, that 
J think he will carry them all.” 


A test of the world’s first hydro- 
gen bomb,may be made in the 
next two months at the United 
States’s nuclear weapons proving 
ground in mid-Pacific. 

A joint Atomic Energy Commis- 
'sion-Defense Department an- 
nouncement says a task force will 
“conduct tests in the autumn 
months of this year looking to- 
ward development of atomic weap- 
ons.” The announcement left open 
the question of the specific types 
of atomic weapons. Earlier offi- 
cia} statements had pointed to 


‘progress in developing the hydro- 


gen ‘bomb, which may be a thou- 
sand times more powerful than 
the A-bomb. 

There were indications of un- 
usually tight secrecy around the 
forthcoming experiments at Eni- 
wetok, in the Marshall island 
group. 

. Limit on Observers, 

The announcement specified 
that “only official observers of 
the United States Government 
and members of the task force” 
would be present. This suggested 
that quasi-official observers, such 
as civilian defense experts who 
have witnessed other ndclear 
weapons tests, might not be in- 
vited to see whatever is being 
tried out this fall; It definitely 
leaves out of the picture foreign 
observers and the-press. 


At least some preliniinary steps 
toward producing a full-scale 
hydrogen explosion already have 
been taken. More than a year ago 
—in the spring of 1951—scien- 
tists conducted experiments which 
apparently included studies of the 
method of detonating a hydrogen 
bomb. 

‘Following those Eniwetok tests, 
officials admitted cautiously that 
“we have gained new information 
and understanding of the basic 
phenomena underlying thermo- 
nuclear reactions.” (Thermonu- 
clear refers to the fusion, or melt- 
ing together process, as distin- 
guished from the fission, or split- 
ting apart that occurs in the 
now-conventional atomic bomb.) 

It has been assumed that mil- 
lions of degrees of heat will be 


needed to trigger the fusion of | 


the hydrogen bomb into an explo-| 30 atomic explosions, 


sion. The only apparently readily 
available man-made source for 
such heat is in the core of an 
exploding atomic bomb. 


Estimates on Force of Blast. 

The force of an exploding hy- 
drogen bomb will be a matter of 
estimates and calculation until 
scientists can measure an actual 
blast. There has been speculation 
that instead of using a multiple 
of thousands to ‘measure the 
bomb against a conventional ex- 
Plosive (the nominal atomic bomb 
is rated at equivalent to 20,000 
tons of TNT) the multiple will be 
in millions, 

A first est of a hydrogen bomb 
probably will be made from a 
tower instead of an_ air-drop. 
Among other reasons is the size 
of any test device, far too big 
and perhaps too heavy for present 
aircraft. In addition to other 
equipment, the bomb probably 


under control until the moment] a 
of detonation. 

It is doubtful if observers of a 
hydrogen bomb explosion would 
remain on other islands of the 
Eniwetok atoll, even though some 
of them are more than 20 miles 
from the “shot” islands where 
conventional atomic explosions 
have been set off. 

Possible Effects of Explosion. 

In addition to the vastly in- 
creased area of blast and heat 
from a hydrogen bomb explosion, 
other factors might have to. be 
considered. 

Some scientists think that the 
terrific explosion and the crea- 
tion of intense heat might pro- 
duce highly dangerous air turbu- 
lence after the blast—perhaps 
brief but deadly winds of super- 
hurricane force. Even standard 
A-bomb explosions produce no- 
ticeable turbulence for a few 
minutes after the blast. 

Moreover, the immense force 
of a hydrogen explosion only 200 
or 300 feet above the'level of one 
of the small coral islands might 
blast away the island and create 
submarine landslides which could 
set off a tidal wave, local in 
range but still a menace to other 
islands in the lagoon. 

While not in itself a dangerous 
phenomenon, the illumination 
from a hydrogen blast would have 
to be reckoned with by observers. 
The brilliancy of the light prob- 
ably would be scaled to the vastly 
increased other characteristics of 
the bomb. Dark glass goggles 
used by A-bomb observers would 
be inadequate for the brilliancy of 
a hydrogen blast. 

Organizing Task Force. 

Task force 132, which will con- 
duct the tests, startéd to organ- 
ize a.few months after the last 
serief"of Eniwetok tests in 1951. 
Its headquarters, pending depar- 
ture for Eniwetok, has been in 
the Pentagon. Commanding the 
task force is Maj. Gen. Percy W. 
Clarkson. 

A new task force has been or- 
ganized for each of the Pacific 
islands tests which began at Bikini 
in 1946 and were resumed at 
Eniwetok in 1948.

LONDON, Sept. 10—The ex-

One hundred fifty-six Ameri- 
cans are believed to be in China 
now, the secretary said. Of these, 
47 are under house arrest or im- 
prisoned, the State Department 
believes. 

Fifty-nine Americans have been 
allowed to leave China since pub- 
lication of the last official list of 
citizens being retained by the 
Reds, as of April 21, Acheson 
said. Fifteen of these had been 
under arrest at one time or an- 
other. 

At least one additional Ameri- 
can has been arrested recently by 
the Chinese Communists, besides 
those previously known to be 
either imprisoned or under house 
arrest, Acheson disclosed—the 
Rev. William Westhoven, of the 

- Passionist mission at“Chih Kiang, 
in Hunan province. 

Also at today’s conference, the 
Secretary said that,.so far as he 

_ knew, the possibility of sending 
Chinese Nationalist troops from 
Formosa to join the United Na- 
tions command in Korea had not 
been raised in any official way. 

He declined to answer a ques- 
tion whether the United States 
' favored transfer of the truce talks 
from Panmunjom to the United 
Nations. This government is now 
preparing the positions it will 
take on all questions likely to 
come up for discussion at the 
General Assembly scheduled for 
‘Oct. 16, Acheson said, and the 

‘Korean. problem will be on the 


‘agenda, but he declined to com- jj 


‘mit himself beyond this. 

The Secretary’s statement de- 
scribed in some detail the bru- 
talities which led to the deaths 
of Bishop Ford, Miss Cone, Dr. 
Wallace and Cline. 

“About a year and a half ago 
we heard that Bishop Ford had 
been placed under house arrest,” 
Acheson said. “But we could 
never be sure what had happened 
to the bishop. 

“Credible reports now indicate 
that Bishop Ford was allowed only 
the most meager diet and was sub- 
jected to maltreatment and hu- 
miliation in the presence of the 
people he had served for half a 
lifetime, before he died in a Com- 
munist prison cell last February.” 

He said Miss Cone applied to 
Communist officials in vain for 
an exit permit in January 1951. 
In the summer of 1951 she be- 
came ill with cancer. Her re- 
quest to Communist officials for 
permission to telegraph Hong 
Kong for money to live on was 
refused. 

“Gertrude Cone subsisted on a 
starvation diet until early Febru- 
ary 1952,” Acheson said. “In 
| December 1951 she fell and broke 
her hip. Despite extreme pain 
from cancer,.the broken hip and 
malnutrition, she made her way 
to the police station to again 
plead for permission to wire 
Hong Kong for funds. Again she | 
‘was refused. 

She was carried by stretcher 
across the border into Hong Kong 
last Feb. 18 and died 48 hours 
later. 

“Gertrude Cone had committed 
no crime,” Acheson said. “She 
was not accused of any crime. 
But her life was cut short by the 
brutal callousness of Communist 
officials. 

Wallace and Cline Cases. 

Dr. Wallace, superintendent of 
the Stout Memorial Hospital, Wu- 
chow, China, had spent much of 
his life in helping the Chinese 
people, Acheson pointed © out. 
“But Dr. Wallace was grilled and 
tortured by his Communist jail- 
ers. He died in prison Feb. 10, 
1951. His only crime was the high 
esteem in which he was held by 
the people of Wuchow.” 

Cline, the American business 
man, was arrésted in Apri] 1951, | 
accused of spying. He was re- 
leased several months later. He | 
suffered from heart disease and 
diabetes. “Despite his” critical 
condition,” Acheson said, “he was 


re-arrested in August 1951 and | 


forced to stand endless question- 
ing by Communist officials.” He 
‘was released again in October. 


He and his wife were destitute, | 


living on bread and water. In 
the middle of November, he died. 

“A prince cause of this 
American’s death was the denial 
to him of insulin for treatment 
of his diabetes while in prison,” 


Acheson said.

Russians Halt Anoth | 

U.S. Patrol After Pro- 
test Brings Brief Let- 
Up in Soviet Tactics. 


BERLIN, Sept. 10 (AP)—Armed 
Russians reimposed ' their block- | 
ade of a highway between Ber-/| 
lin’s American sector and a Unit- 
ed States checkpoint on the road 
to West Germany today after a 
brief let-up that followed a strong 
protest from the United States 
High Commissioner. 


Russian troops halted an Amer- 
‘ican patrol due to go on duty at 
the checkpoint at 7 a.m. today. 
Three United States soldiers in 
their jeep did not force the issue. 
They took a detour which enabled 
them to reach the checkpoint 
without leaving the American sec- 
tor. 


The new Russian blockade came 
as a surprise to American au- 
thorities. The Russians had per- 
mitted the midnight patrol ‘to 
cross the Soviet-controlled strip 
unmolested after halting the three 
daytime shifts yesterday. The Red- 
blockaded highway is the most 
direct route to the American 
checkpoint near the eastern end 
of the superhighway linking Ber- 
lin and West Germany. 

The midnight patrol was al- 
lowed to pass unhindered shortly 
after United States High Com- 


missioner Walter J. Donnelly ver- 
bally protested to Gen. Vasily 
Chuikov, chief of the Soviet Con- 
trol Commission for Germany. 


Yesterday gun-waving Russian 
sentries prevented an American 
military vehicle from driving 
along the highway strip. The 
West recognizes it as part of the 
Russian zone, but the Reds had 
allowed Americans to use it. 


Maj. Gen. L. B. Mathewson, the 
United States» commandant, dis- 
closed it was the second time in 
a week the Russians had blocked 
American military policemen 
from using the highway. On the 
first occasion, he protested to the 
Russians. 


Other Allied and German traf- 
fic was permitted to use the 100- 
yard strip in question without 
molestation. The bar fit the re- 
cent Soviet pattern of objecting 
to any armed Allied patrols on 
any road: within the Soviet sphere. 

The debated strip extends from 
a highway cloverleaf at the edge 
of the United States sector to 
Dreilinden, where the Americans, 
British and West German police 
maintain a control point for traf- 
fic between Berlin and West Ger- 
many. 

Representatives of the Western 
Allies met in a special session 
this afternoon to consider more 
— action against the block- 
ade 

Donnelly said the three West- 
ern commandants had been in- 
structed to take quick action, but 
did not specify what was con- 
templated. 

“The Russians are bluffing,” 
Donnelly told the Foreign Press 
Association of Berlin at a lunch-

The St. Louis County Transit 
Co.’s new 25-cent weekly passes 
will go into effect Sunday, it was 
announced today. Reduction of 
the cost of the passes from 75 
cents to 25 cents was approved 
last week by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. 

With the new 25-cent weekly 
permit, passengers will pay 10 
cents for the first zone plus five 
cents for each additional zone. 
Purchasers of the new permit will 
realize a saving when the sixth 
ride is taken. Cash fare for six 
rides is 90 cents, weekly permit 
fare 85 cents. 

If the average passenger uses 
the weekly permit twice each day 
for five days a week or a total 
of 10 times, company officials ex- 
plained, 25 cents a week will be 
saved and the fare for a single 
zone ride is reduced from. 15 
gents to 1242 cents (cash fare 
$1.50, weekly permit fare $1.25). 
Persons riding more than one 
zone also will save 25 cents. If 
the weekly permit is used 20 
times a week, the fare for a one- 
zone ride becomes 11% cents.

When the same sort of thing 
happens to his country, an Amer- 
ican goes into action by getting 
into politics—fast and hard. 

I’m in politics just that way. 
I’m in politics up to my neck. 
And I'll keep on bombarding the 
Administration until you, the 
voters, lick them for good in 
November. 

Pm enlisted, with you, in a

Government again worthy of 
its origins and its people. 
Whatever happens to me, that 
crusade will be carried on by 
millions who are younger than I.

Governor Clever and Assured, General Like

HE differences in the campaigns for the presidency being 
waged. by Democratic Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois and 
Republican Gen, Dwight D. Fisenhower are startling to those 


who have watched both men in action. 


Stevenson is polished, assured, 
clever. He gives the impression 
of having a firm idea of what he 
is doing and where he is going. 
He seems to be bossing his own 
campaign. 

Eisenhower is nervous, pedes- 
trian. His listeners sometimes get 
the idea absentee quarterbacks 
are calling the signals while the 
General is caroming around from 
one platitude to another. 

These are the impressions of a 
reporter who-has traveled with 
both the candidates under similar 
circumstances. They may be valid 
only for the present. The cam- 
paigning styles of both men may 
change in the next seven weeks. 


Both Are Impressive. 


Each candidate in his own way 
seems to make a good impres- 
sion on audiences. There is noth- 
ing in the approach of either at 
this point that indicates which is 
more likely to win Nov. 4. Few 
newspaper men cov~~ing the early 
stages of the campaign are mak- 
ing any guesses. 

There is an odd circumstance 
on this score, however. There 
was a great deal of talk of Steven- 
son among the 65 reporters, more 
or less, covering Eisenhower's 
southern and midwestern swing. 
Stevenson’s witty comments and 
his chances for election were dis- 
cussed frequently. 

On the other hand, there is 
virtually no mention of Eisen- 
hower among a similar number of 
correspondents following Steven- 
son around the West. One factor 
that may account for this in part 
is that in Eisenhower’s speeches 
it is often difficult to find a 
sharp phrase or a quotable line. 

Stevenson’s talks bristle with 
witticisms and literary allusions. 
He is no fiery orator, but he has 
the *nack of capturing an audi- 
ence within the first few mo- 
ments of his appearance and hold- 
ing its attention by his urbane 
charm and feeling for the rhythm 
of the language he is using. It is 
difficult not to quote him ver- 
batim and at length. 

It is inevitable that a barn- 
storming candidate must repeat 


himself, but Stevenson seems to 
have a vast store of fresh mate- 
rial and when he does repeat he 
manages somehow to include a 
new twist. 

The Egg and Ike. 


The story of the oiled egg is 
illustrative of Eisenhower's. ap- 
proach. In his southern swing he 
repeatedly told about the econo- 
mist who revealed to him that 
the breakfast egg on his table had 
100° concealed taxes behind it. 
Correspondents began to com- 
ment that if Eisenhower didn’t 
eat that egg pretty soon it would 
begin to smell. 


Eisenhower told this story as if 
he was amazed that so-called 
“hidden” taxes existed. There is 
not much in the five-star Gen- 
eral’s lifelong military career to 
have occasioned a study of our 
tax structure. He did not guess 
at how much of this “hidden” tax 
money goes into military appro- 
priations. 

Eisenhower’s advisers apparent- 
ly have told him to cultivate the 
“homey” touch, which seems out 
of place for one of the world’s 
great military leaders and former 
head of the North Atlantic Treaty 
forces. They seem to have in 
mind that he display himself as 
plain old “Ike” Eisenhower of 
Kansas. 

This may be good vote-getting 
psychology, since his listeners 
seem to like it, but some critics 
of the tactic think the General 
would be wiser simply to be him- 
self. They suggest he try to make 
capital out of his ignorance of 
domestic affairs, instead of driv- 
ing home to the discerning the 
fact that he is unlearned in this 
field.

All this 
for the Senator who fought the Atlantic Treaty, 
who attacked the Marshall plan as a “swindle,” 
who voted to withhold troops from Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s NATO command, who voted steadfastly 
against foreign aid, both military and economic, 
including aid for the Republic of Korea before 
the Communist aggression, who opposed the 
Mutual Security program, who battled against 
help for India, who voted to tie up the recipro- 
cal trade program, who opposed funds for Point 
IV, who called the bipartisan foreign policy of 


the late Senator Arthur H, Vandenberg and 


many other Republicans “‘a fraud from start to 


finish.” 

All ‘this from Gen. Eisenhower for tife man 
who, in December 1950 in the Senate denounced 
the “internationalist Republicans” as equally 
guilty with the “Communist coddling ‘conspira- 
tors” and then shouted: 


There is no point in continuing to attack 
a Democratic leadership that has gone ber- 
serk when self-appointed spokesmen for the 
Republican party are down on their worship- 
ful knees crawling around and licking the 
‘heels of the same false gods. 
In the terrible total of the Jenner record it 


is almost incidental that Jenner called Gen. 
Marshall, the friend, superior officer and bene- 
factor of Gen. Eisenhower, “a living lie,” “a 
front man for traitors,” “a stooge or an actual 
co-conspirator.” 

Had Jenner never once in his six years in the 
Senate mentioned the name of Gen. Marshall, 
his record would still be one that should have 
made Dwight Eisenhower cringe as he sat on the 
same platform with him in the quest for votes. 

How could Gen. Eisenhower bring himself so 
to lower his campaign? Because of the sorry 
advice that he is being given in his headquarters. 
He is being told that he must do those things 
to win. He is being told that nothing must stand 
in the way of Republican majorities in the Senate 
and the House. No one apparently is pointing 
out that he can pay too high a price in advance 
and lose both his price and his purchase as a 
consequence. 

Gen, Eisenhower did not necessarily have to 
repudiate McCarthy and Jenner, although he 
would have won independent votes over the 
nation by doing so. But neither did he need 
to embrace them. There are degrees of toler- 
ance in politics just as in everything else. That 
he is going all out when he might.have re- 
strained himself raises the most serious kind of 
question about his political stamina under this 
wholly new kind of pressure. 

The Post-Dispatch said on Aug. 31 that Sept. 9 
would be a crisis date -in the candidacy of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. In our opinion he did 
not meet it. 

There is no way to view what has now hap- 
pened other than as a surrender of principle to 
political expediency—political expediency which 
may turn out to be not so expedient after all. 
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Already on the Plateau ? 

Is the struggle against inflation suddenly to be 
translated into a struggle against recession? A 
new member of the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, Robert C. Turner, raises that 
possibility when he says the defense program 
may be leveling off right now, instead of some 
time next year as previously expected. 

Mr. Turner’s report, which he says is. based 
on new studies by the Defense Mobilization Of- 
fice, is surprising, to say the least. Only two 
months ago the economic advisers were predict- 
ing that defense spending would rise steadily 
until it reached a “plateau” at the annual rate 
of 60 billion dollars in 1953. Now Mr. Turner 
says the “plateau” may have been reached al- 
ready, apparently at an annual rate of around 
48 billion dollars. : 


If the new estimate is correct, Mr. Turner is 
quite right in saying that “economic statesman- 
ship of the highest order” will be required to 
perform the “difficult and delicate job” of main- 
taining high employment without the defense 
expansion that has hitherto underpinned it. 

Mr. Turner’s report also throws a curious 
light on last spring’s struggle over military 
spending. When the House proposed to put a 
ceiling on expenditures by the Department of 
Defense, the Pentagon cried that this would 
constitute a “knockout” to rearmament, costing 
the nation 4300 planes and 4500 tanks. Yet now 
it appears that the Defense-Department’s share 
of security expenditures may be below the ceil- 
ing which Congress was finally persuaded to 
withdraw. 

What is the explanation? Did the Pentagon 
overstate its case last spring? Or, if not, why is 
it not alarmed by its own slower pace of defense 
spending now? The average citizen can see no 
change in the world situation that would justify 
such a drastic change in the defense program. 
What does justify it? 
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Note on the World’s Smallness 


The most optimistic, cocksure people in the 
world are the astronauts—or maybe we ought to 
try to be a little more factual than they are 
modest and call them the astronauts-to-be. But 
they never doubt that they, or perhaps other 
men, will one of these days be navigating the 
outermost realms of space, 

One of the British space-jockeys-to-be reckons 
that even if all the resources of the German 
wartime experimental set-up at Peenemuende 
were available, it would take at least a dozen 
years to build a space-rocket capable of carrying 
instruments but no men, Most of the breed, how- 
ever, have transcended such time limitations. 

They have just held a convention at Stuttgart 
in Germany where they ignored the rubble of 
the last mundane war to solve all manner of 
problems occurring east of the sun and west of 
the moon. Théy went even beyond our Air Force's 
preoccupation with mechanical and medical 
space-problems to hear Dr. Alex Meyer of the 
Research Institute for Air Law at the University 
of Cologne settle such issues as the sovereignty 
of space stations and artificial satellites. 

But science fictioneers like Robert Heinlein are 
‘way ahead of star-scraping scientists. They have 
scores of space communities already well estab- 
lished and tied together by regular passenger 
and freight service, not to mention communica- 
tions systems. And except for a little new termi- 
nology, a few odd costumes and a pressure cham- 
ber here and there, it is a quite familiar world. 
Colonists complain about home governments. 
Tenants complain about the plumbing. Liquor 
gets men into trouble. And women behave like 
women: There are even poets and sofng-writers 
who grind out sentimental ditties. For example: 

I pray for one last landing 
On the globe that gave me birth; 


Let me rest my eyes on the fleecy skies 
And the cool; green hills of Earth. 


You would feel just as much at homie in the 
waiting room of a space station on Luna or 
Venus as at LaGuardia Field or the Chicago Mid-

world after all. 
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A Place for Special Juries 

Attorney General McGranery’'s order against 
further use of special grand juries seems unnec- 
essarily rigid. Special juries have proved inval- 
uable in exposing organized crime. 

Spruille Braden, chairman of the New York 
City Anti-Crime Commission, says McGranery’s 
order will hamper. the war on crime. He notes 
that a special grand jury is at work in New York 
right now, digging into waterfront racketeering. 

The Attorney General's reply is that regular 
term grand juries are “‘quite capable” of takigs 
‘care of violations of federal laws. For most viola- 
tions this may be true. But major criminal rack- 
ets grow through the years into amazing com- 
plexity. They cannot be investigated in a hurry. 

Hence the special grand jury has two advan- 
tages over the regular juries in dealing with 
racketeering. The special jury has a single pur- 
pos® and it has ample time to achieve it. 

In the end the work of any grand jury may 


- depend on the guidance it gets from the prose- 


cutor. Runaway juries are rare. So are juries in 
which the judge assumes direction, as Federal 
District Judge George H. Moore did so ably 
here in the Finnegan case. 

Thus the success of rackets inquiries is usually 
up to the Justice Department;itself. It supplies 
the leadership. In ending special juries, the de- 
partment may find it discarded a useful tool. 
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Vote for a ““New Chile” 


Chile is the latest South American nation to 
go down the road toward economic nationalism, 
with a bow to Dictator Peron of Argentina and 
a rebuff of sorts to the United States. 

Carlos Ibanez del Campo won 47 per cent of 
the votes in the Chilean elections, which ought 
to assure his approval by the Chilean Congress. 
He is a personal friend of Peron and apparently 
had Argentine help in the election. He is an 
ultra-nationalist. He is pledged to nationalize 
the big Chilean copper industry, which is largely 
American-operated. 

There is, of course, a difference between a 
campaign promise and an official action. Chile 
suffers from high prices, an import surplus 
and dollar shortage. Ibanez may find that his 
nation, lacking capital, cannot afford too much 
nationalism or nationalization. 

But the Chilean election result follows the 
trend observed in the recent Bolivian revolu- 
tion. There, too, a man eame to power who 
was sympathetic to Peron, antipathetic toward 
the United States and pledged to nationalization 
—in Bolivia's case, tin, not- copper. 

The South American republics, especially 
those too dependent on one product; aspire to 
home control of their economy. The cry of 
Chile for the Chileans really means a Chilean 

economy in Chilean hands. It is not far dif- 
ferent from the troubled situations in Iran and 
elsewhere. : 

For nations without much capital or -tech- 
nology, the ideal of complete economic independ- 
ence may seem unréalistic. But it is a hope that 
is alive in the world. United States diplomacy 
must handle it with care.

Warm Story of Family Ties 
THE PENNINGTONS, by Basil Partridge. (The West- 

minster Press, 284 pgs., $3.) 

Although Mr. Partridge’ book begins 
with the usual “all characters are imag- 
inary .. .”, it is obviously a story about 
his own family and he admitted that “I 
can not say where fact ends and fiction 
begins.” So the six Penningtons and their 
parents are very real people seen in the 
kinds of situations known by anyone who 
has lived in a family. 


The action of the story turns upon the 
death of the father, the loved Dean of 
Kingsford Cathedral in a small Canadian 
town. The family must then break up and 
each one find his new place while keeping 
the joys and security of the known past. 
This is a problem we all face: Sometimes 
its unexpected suddenness makes it more 
poignant and difficult than a gradual 
change. Families which have been closely 
knit must invent their own ways of keep- 
ing touch when they are geographically 
separated. There are thousands of individ- 
ual solutions conscious and unconscious, 
but we all have our families with us in the 
sense that they are built into our past, 
have made our present, and will influence 


our future. 
. . . 


The Penningtons had the usual tensions 
and difficulties found in families. There 
are struggles for power and for love and 
differences in temperaments and under- 
standing. Yet their very togetherness, their 
understanding of difficulties, their sharing 
of problems make a core of strength which 
they need for life. 

Some them find new places in Mon- 
treal—one in the French community. Four 
of them go to the United States where 
they find their Canadian heritage not so 
strange as it seemed at first. And one stays 
on in the Anglican Church in a small Ca- 
nadian town. So separated they still man- 
age to remember their father and their to- 
tal life together, with appreciation and 
joy. They make individuals of themselves 
and yet derive nourishment from their 
common roots. 

Mr. Partridge writes with compassion 
and understanding.

But what is much more impor- 
‘tant, he is also the leader and, 
in a sense, the symbol of the 
movement that made Gen. Eisen- 
‘hower the presidential candidate 
of the G.O.P. 
In the end it was the tightly 
controlled political machine and 
the whiplash operation of New 
York’s Gov. Thomas E, Dewey 
that put Ike over at Chicago. 
Lodge, however, raised the 
Eisenhower torch early and held 
it aloft at a. time when almost 
everyone, including the General 
himself, doubted the outcome. 
His faith grew out of his an- 
tagonism to what he believed 
were the isolationist views of the 
Taft wing of the party and his 
conviction that Eisenhower and 
only Eisenhower could shape a 
new and vital Republicanism. 


A Father’s Backing. 


Now Lodge is in what is gen- 
erally considered a close race. 
His opponent is 35-year-old Rep- 
resentative John F. (Jack) Ken- 
nedy. Kennedy’s ties are with the 
later history of Massachusetts, 
with the wave of Irish and later 
Italian, French Canadian and Por- 
tuguese immigration that has so 
drastically. altered this ancient 
commonwealth. 

Kennedy, who looks a boyish 
25 rather than 35, was named for 
his maternal grandfather, John 
F. “Honey” Fitzgerald. “Honey” 
Fitzgerald’s rendering of “Sweet 
Adeline” and other sentimental 
songs, plus his skill as an orator, 
made him a beloved figure in 
politics and public life. 

The youthful Congressman’s 


father is Joseph Patrick Ken- 
nedy, one of the wealthiest men 
in America, who made his great 
fortune through his own shrewd- 
ness and skill. Tragedy has struck 
the Kennedy family in the: loss 
in World War II of a brilliant 
son, Joseph Jr., and the death in 
a plane accident after the war of 
Kathleen, a beautiful and talented 
daughter. 7 

Now the legend is that the 
elder Kennedy has sworn that if 
His son, Jack, wants to be a 
Senator, then he shall be a Sen- 
ator. 

There is a certain irony in this, 
since the younger Kennedy has 
in general followed the Admin- 
istration line on foreign policy 
while his ‘father is an unrecon- 
structed isolationist. 


Organization Counts. 


President Roosevelt named the 
senior Kennedy ambassador to 
Great Britain in 1937 and in the 
tense years leading up to World 
War II the latter was bitterly op- 
posed to what he believed was the 
interventionist policy of Roose- 
velt. 

Yet, he is said to be giving his 
son all possible aid. The base of 
the Kennedy organization was 
laid down last January and is 
reported today as firmly en- 
trenched in every county. This 
is a state in which organization 
weighs heavily and, therefore, 
Gov. Paul Dever’s strenuous 
campaign for re-election is likely 
to help both Kennedy and the na- 
tional ticket. ,

Talk of the “Catholic vote” or 
the “Jewish vote” is, of course, 
largely irrelevant.

PULLING TEETH TOCURE 
CTHERILS CRTZED 


Three Authorities Discuss 
Practice; Legislative Issues 
Before Delegates. 


The “wholesale removal” . of 
healthy teeth in an attempt to 
cure arthritis and other ailments 
which may attack distant parts of 
the body was condemned by three 
medical and dental authorities to- 
day in a' technical session of the 
American Dental Association’s 
convention at Kiel Auditorium. 

More than 10,000 persons are 
attending the association’s ninety- 
third annual meeting, which be- 
gan Monday and will end tomor- 
row. The House of Delegates is 
expected to act on legislative 
matters at Hotel Jefferson today 
while clinics and presentation of 
essays on dentistry continue at 
the auditorium. 

Participants in the panel dis- 
cussion on the relationship of in- 
fected teeth to other ailments 
were: Dr. James R. Cameron of 
Philadelphia, an oral surgeon; 
Dr. William E. Wellman of Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, Minn., and Dr. 
Kenneth A. Easlick of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan School of 
Dentistry, Ann Arbor. 3 

Views of Participants. 

Dr. Easlick said evidence is 
“very poor” of any connection 
between diseased teeth and such 
chronic disorders as_ arthritis, 
kidney infections, eye ailments 
and skin diseases. Infected teeth 
should be treated or extracted, 
he said, but only as a means of 
eliminating infection in the 
mouth. 

On the other hand, Dr. Cam- 
eron and Dr. Wellman held that 
oral infection cannot be lightly 
passed over as a possible cause 
of bodily disorders. The three 
agreed that in the past many pa- 
tients have had healthy teeth ex- 
tracted needlessly. 

In another panel this morning, 
a colonel in the Army Dental 
Corps said the condition of Ko- 
rean war casualties who suffer 
jaw wounds is much improved 
over World War II _ veterans 
wounded in a similar manner. 
He attributed the improvement 
in large part to the use of anti- 
biotics. 

Members of Panel. 

Col. Jack B. Caldwell of Wash- 
ington, D.C., took part in a panel 
with Dr. Robert J. Glaser, assist- 
ant professor of medicine at 
Washington University, and Dr. 
Floyd D. Ostrander of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan School of 
Dentistry, Ann Arbor. 

Dr. Glaser said it seemed likely 
that the use of large amounts of 
penicillin before and after dental 
extractions or major dental pro- 
cedures was of “distinct value” 
in preventing bacterial endocar- 
ditis, a heart ailment. But he 
added: 

“As valuable as the antibiotics 
have been, it should not be for- 
gotten that prior to their advent 
many medical and dental pationts 
did well without them; therefore 
unless a specific indication exists, 
chemotherapeutic drugs should 
not be used.” 

A.D.A. President’s Address. 

The convention last night also 
heard Dr. LeRoy M._ Ennis, 
A.D.A, president and a member 
of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania faculty, declare that the 
dental manpower problem “can- 
not be solved with hasty improvi- 
sations of the military mind 
which solves no problems at all.”

HUMAN NOSE IS AS KEEN.AS 
~ BLOODHOUND’S, BRITON SAYS 


BELFAST, Sept. 10 (UP)— 
Human beings have as good a 
sense of smell as animals, includ- 
ing bloodhounds, a British scien- 
tist said today. 

Dr. E. D. Adrian of Trinity 
College, addressing the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, said the olfactory 
nerves of man and animals were 
tested electrically and the results 
showed no evidence that beasts 
could detect weaker smells than 
human beings. 

“Animals seem to be keener 
scented because they are much 
better at interpreting the signals 
they receive,” he said.

HE effect of a Marciano

of course, is obvious. He's 
young, powerful, a colorful per- 
former, the kind of champion 
the public likes to see at the 
head of the heavyweight divi- 
sion. 

So you could easily build up 
a plausible case that the pow- 
ers of boxing would like to see 
him win. But Walcott and his 
crew are not of that opinion, 
of that you may be sure. | 

Whenever a big fight ap- 
proaches, you always hear the 
once or twice a year experts 
come out with views casting 
doubt on the integrity of a 
match and the performers. 

And there have been cases 
where commissions thought 
enough of the reports to hold 
investigations: but after much 
probing there has been nothing 
proved against big matches, at 
least in a good many years. 

There is one little item that 
so many doubters overlook. 
There are always a flock of re- 
porters around the big contests, 
maybe as many as two or three 
hundred. They start digging 
at the training camps from the 
‘time the two boxers begin work 
and they keep right at it 
through the fight and after- 
ward. 

This may sound a little on 
the bragging side, but do you 
really think that skulldugtery 
could be pulled on.a big scale 
without some of . those men 
sensing that something was 
wrong? 

There have been cases ‘where 
one ‘boxer ar another reported 
that he was doing some training 
stunt early in the morning 
when nobody was around but 
he was checked on that by sev- 
eral members of the crew. 
Sometimes it was found that 
the reported early merning 
stunts were exaggerations, 
sometimes they were: found to 
be authentic. 

In any.event, every single 
move of every principal in the 
whole thing is under constant 
observation of competent men, 
all of them on the alert for any 
slips of anybody concerned. 
Slips there have been and they 
have been duly reported in the 
newspapers. 

With all of this, though, 
there will be talk and most of 
the talk will have its origin in 
the betting which, apparently, 
can’t be squelched.

The | 
reason for this may be that the | 
spent insects are constantly fall- 
ing from the foliage and into the 
water during the fall months and 
the fish are feeding on the willow 
flies, locusts, grasshoppers, katy- 
dids and other insects rather than 
their all-summer diet of minnows. 
The surface bait fisherman will 
be plagued by countless leaves 
in the water, especially in the 
eddies, but if the bait is given a 
tantalizing action by the rod ma- 
nipulator to simulate a struggling 
insect the floating leaves will 
make very little difference in the 
fishing. 

One experienced angler says he 
can soon tell whether the fishing 
is good or bad by using two small 
rubber-legged popping bugs. One 
is used on the terminal end of 
the leader and the other on a 
dropper. They are tied about a 
foot apart and when moved 
through the water they have the 
appearance of two small bugs 
chasing each other. He says that 
this combination is irresistible 
to bluegill and goggle-eye when 
they are feeding and that, if they 
refuse to take this tandem ar- 
rangement during the first mile 
or so of the float trip, you might 
just as well crank up the outboard 
and go home. If they eagerly and 
constantly rise to this lure, then 
he switches to larger popping 
bugs or floating casting lures and 
seldom comes home without his 
six bass. 

Jack Salmon’s Appetite. 

Jack salmon are also known as 
voracious fall feeders. Never are 
they caught on surface lures in 
the Missouri Ozark streams. Deep- 
running plugs or deeply fished 
live minnows are the only pro- 
ducers of this hard-fighting, ex- 
cellent-eating fish. But, whether 
it be jack salmon, bass, goggle- 
eye or bluegill, the fall of the 
year was meant for fishing. The 
air is like wine; the scenery is at 
its best; the autumn haze mutes 
the harsh sounds of the far-away 
industrial world: the sunsets are 
inspiring, and it certainly must 
have been fall fishing that Izaak 
Walton had in mind when he said, 
“Oh! the gallant fisher’s life, it 
is the best of any: ‘tis full of 
pleasure, void of strife, and ‘tis 
beloved by many!”

It was understcod at headquar- 
ters that Taft was apprised of 
the snafu but refused to heed 
an appeal to make a short appear- 
ance and say a few words that 
would blanket any adverse infer- 
ences about the situation. Later 
he did issue a formal statement 
saying that his role in the coming 
election must wait upon his talks 
with Gen. Eisenhower. 

What is involved in these ma- 
neuvers is the question of who 
shall control the party and its 
policies. Eisenhower has not 
seemed able to set his own firm 
line so clearly as to discourage 
the old Dewey-Taft vendetta; the 
two camps, it seems, are still 
striving for mastery. 

Until Taft himself speaks out, 
what he really wants must remain 
in second-hand speculation. Per- 
haps it will really become appar- 
ent only as the campaign pro- 
ceeds. 

Meanwhile the downcast G.O.P.

explanation of Eisenhower's cool 
reception at Kasson, Minn., Satur- 
day. They had explained the

If this promise had not 
been given, perhaps Eisenhower 
would not have consented to be 
introduced by Jenner at thé rally 
here. 

Altogether the Indiana situation 
is queer, but it has two interest- 
ing points. 

First, Eisenhower and Craig 
are likely to carry this state while 
Jenner loses the Senate seat. In 
that event, Craig can be expected 
to oust the orthodox champion, 
Holder, from the Republican state 
chairmanship and to run against 
Senator Capehart when Capehart 
comes up again. 

In short, the Eisenhower move- 
ment already promises a healthy 


and long-overdue reconstruction 
of the Indiana Republican party. 

Second, even if Eisenhower’s 
popularity carries Jenner into the 
Senate, Jenner is now one mem- 
ber of the famous “class of 1946” 
on whose support Eisenhower can 
count, or at least he can count 
on Jenner if Jenner’s promise 
can be depended on. —

Replacements May Be 
Named by National 
Committees — G.O.P. 
Could Call Convention. 


By JAMES MARLOW. 

WASHINGTON (AP)—A grim 
thought but practical: What hap- 
pens if one of the presidential or 
vice presidential candidates dies 
before election day next Novem- 
ber? 

Chance for an accident may be 
greater this year. The candi- 
dates are going to cover an un- 
usual amount of territory by plane 
and train. <A fatal accident to 
one of them would leave his party 
without a nominee unless a suc- 
cessor could be picked before 
election day. 


Democrats and Republicans 
have been thinking of this for 
years, and doing something about 
it. Before each campaign they 
make arrangements to protect 
themselves, just in case. 

No presidential candidate of 
either major party has died be- 
fore election. One vice presi- 
dential candidate died just before 
election. Another declined the 
| nomination and had to be re- 
| placed. 

The two parties’ plans for such 
an event are similar but not iden- 
tical. 

While the delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention 
every four years names the par- 
ty’s two candidates, just before 
closing they take out insurance 
by voting to continue a rule 
adopted long ago. 

Rule of Democrats. 

The rule says that if either of 
the candidates dies before elec- 
tion day the Democratic National 
Committee will pick someone in 
his place. This committee—106 
men and women from the states 
and territories—runs the party 
_between conventions. 
| .So if anything should happen 
to Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson or 
Senator John J. Sparkman before 
‘election day, this Democratic 
committee could. be assembled 
| quickly to name another candi- 
| date to go on with the campaign. 

The Republican convention del- 
egates, after making their presi- 
dential and vice _ presidential 
choices every four years, vote to 
have a replacement made this way 
if death overtakes ohe of their 
candidates: 

1. Their Republican National 
Committee can do it. It has 138 
men and women members from 
the states and territories. 

2. Or, this committee can call 


another national convention, if it 
wants to and if there is time to

This 
might cause a bit of a mess: 

Neither party has made pro- 
vision for instruction of commit- 
tee members by their state orga- 
‘nizations. They would .have to 
her this out by themselves.

Alchohol Poisoning 


By Glen R.Shepherd, M.D. 


“OME people will drink anything labeled alcohol. Alcohol is 
alcohol as far as they are concerned. They have the mis- 

"taken notion that the poisoning from wood alcohol, iso- 
propyl (“rubbing”) alcohol, and “smoke” can be distilled out 
‘or filtered out. 
. You can’t make good, safe drinking alcohol from these 
chemicals. Filtering through bread won't do it; neither will 
redistillation. 
| Wood alcohol itself is a poison. It isn’t poisonous from im- 
purities in it. Some illegal whisky contains wood alcohol. It 
is also used as anti-freeze in auto radiators. 

In the body, it forms formaldehyde and formic acid. Formal- 
dehyde is used for embalming and for preserving dead tis- 
tues. Formic acid is what makes bee and ant stings painful.

AN ODD THING about wood-alcohol poisoning is that it 
doesn’t appear immediately. Symptoms may not show up for 
12 hours to three days after drinking it. 

These symptoms include body acidosis, permanent damage 
to the eye frequently ending in permanent blindness, abdomi- 
nal pain, and convulsions or coma. 

People poisoned by wood alcohol definitely need hospital 
treatment. They need to be injected with large amounts of 
alkali by vein and other treatment. 

Oddly enough, good drinkable ethyl alcohol, such as in 
whisky is given to people poisoned by wood alcohol. The 
reason for this is that ethyl alcohol is used first by the body 
in preference to wood alcohol. This slows up the poisonous 
breakdown of wood alcohol in the body. It does not substitute 
for the other necessary and life-saving treatment. Wood al- 
cohol remains in the body a long time and thus treatment 
for several days is necessary. 


: x * * : 

MOST “RUBBING ALCOHOL” COMPOUNDS now in 
drug stores contain isopropyl alcohol. It is about twice as 
poisonous as ethyl alcohol. If it weren’t so irritating to the 
stomach, you could get a cheap drunk from isopropyl alcohol. 
Some people try it each year. But it violently irritates the 
stomach, producing severe vomiting. Vomiting during a drunk- 
en stupor, as occurs with this kind of alcohol poisoning, makes 
dangerously likely the drawing of some of the material into 
the lung, producing pneumonia. 

One disability vanished after prohibition was repealed. 
Jake leg—a peculiar form of nerve damage leading to leg 
paralysis—from drinking Jamaica ginger has almost vanished. 

People who drink these other alcohols usually don’t re- 
alize what they are letting themselves in for. Loss of eyesight, 
paralysis, or pneumonia is too much to pay for a drink.

Leftover - 
Ham Has. 
Many Uses 


_ By Edith M. Barber 


EFTOVER cooked ham is cer- 

tainly an asset and almost 

never a liability. There might 
possibly be an occasion when we 
have cooked a whole ham for a 
party, and some of the guests have 
failed to show up. Or, of course, 
we may have over-estimated ap- 
petites. 

In this case, it might be pos- 
sible for a family of two, for in- 
stance, to tire of having leftover 
ham day after day. If you have 
room, some of it could be frozen 
and used later. Of course, even 
on the shelf of the refrigerator, 
ham—being smoked meat—will 
keep well, so well that we can 
alternate it with something else. 

If the ham is in such a state 
that we can get fairly large slices, 
we may like to frizzle these in 
their own fat. If you like, .you 
can sprinkle them with brown 
sugar, add a fruit juice after they 
have browned on both sides, and 
then cover the skillet for 10 to 15 
minutes. The thin ham slices 
may be wrapped around cooked 
asparagus spears that, just now, 
we ‘get in frozen form. After 
fastening with toothpicks, saute 
the rolls slightly. Fruit juice 
may be poured around these, or 
they may be served with cheese 
sauce, 

The small pieces of ham may 
be minced and used with potatoes 
or spaghetti, or mixed with corn 
and sauteed lightly. Or, we may 
like to make a jellied ham loaf 
to serve cold, of course, with 
salad greens. Diced or slivered 
ham is a good addition to a chef's 
salad, and is delicious with pota- 
toes and maccaroni combined with 
vegetables and a highly seasoned

Condition for Peace 
f By Fulton J. Sheen 


HERE are two great evils that as civilization in the mod- 


T in the world: sin and suf- 
fering. Sin is moral, suf- 

fering is physical, and the lat- 

ter is a result of the former. 

What happens to the body of 
man as pain, and to nature in 
the form of cyclones, earth- 
quakes and floods, is ulti- 
mately an echo, a repercussion 
and effect of what has already 
happened in the moral uni- 
verse. When the big wheel in 
a machine is cracked, all the 
little wheels get out of order. 

As man eliminates sin, he 
eliminates suffering; as he loves 

od, he ceases to hate his fel- 
lowman and therefore engages 
in fewer wars. 

The more morality and de- 
cency and virtue there are in 
mankind, the more peace there 
will be in the world. 

Wars are consequences of a 
moral rebellion. The Scrip- 
tures boldly affirm that war is 
the result of egotism and self- 
ishness. 

When civilization is made up 
of millions of men and Women 


‘who are at war with them- 


selves, it is not long until com- 
munities, classes, states and na- 
tions will be at war with one 
another. Every world war is a 
turbulent ocean made up of the 
confluent streams of millions 
of little wars inside the minds 
and hearts of unhappy people. 
tah is the final logic of self- 
will. 
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WAR IS NOT NECESSARY, 
but it does become an insep- 
arable ailment of any world 
that abandons the supremacy 
of the spirit. 

Nietzsche, after proclaiming 
the death of God in the nine- 
teenth century, prophesied that 
the twentieth century would be 
a century of wars. . 

There is a possible connec- 
tion between the importance 
given to politics and the fre- 
quency of wars. In any era of 
history where politics is the 
major interest, war is the ma- 
jor consequence. This does not 
mean that one ought to sub- 
scribe to the dictum of Karl 
von Clausewitz that war is the 
prosecution of politics by other 
means, 

It does mean, however, that 
since politics stresses expedi- 
ency and pragmatism on a great 
scale that dedication to truth 
and morality are minimized. 
Since the latter are essential 
for peace, war becomes a 
greater aw 
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ern sense of the term advances, 
there is an increase of war. 
There have always been more 
wars than peace. From 1496 
B.C. to 1861 A.D. or in 3358 
years there were only 227 years 
of peace and 3130 years of war: 
this makes 13 years of war for 
every year of peace. Within 
the last three centuries there 
have been 286 wars in Europe. 


From 1500 B.C. to<1860 A.D. 
there were 8000 treaties of 
peace which were supposed to 
remain in force forever. The 
average length of these treaties 
was two years. It is likely that 
there was never a single year 
when the world did not have a 
war at least in one country or 
the other. 

Two other analyses have re- 
vealed that since the year 1100 


England has spent half of its. 
history fighting wars; France 
nearly half, and Russia three 
quarters. 
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IT IS NOT A VERY SWEET 
PILL for our civilized world to 
swallow, to realize that the false 


prophets of the last century 
who predicted an evolution of 
man into a god, and the neces- 
sary progress of humanity to 
a point where there would be 
no war or disease or death, 
Were wrong, and we are now 
living in a century of war. 

It behooves humanity to ad- 
mit that there is an evil ten- 
dency in man, and that this ten- 
dency when uncontrolled by 
morality and grace will devolve 
more rapidly than it will evolve. 
It is our views of man that have 
been wrong; by denying the 
possibility of sin and guilt, we 
have denied the very existence 
of perversity within us which 
makes war. 


Not all men will submit to 
this moral regeneration through 
self-discipline, but those few 
who will, will be the leaven in 
the mass of the world. 


It is not our politics and our 
economics which have to be 
changed first; it is man. It is 
the wars within that have to be 
stopped. The remaking of the 
world is the remaking of man. 
The return of man to God is 
the condition of more peaceful 
times. 
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T was interesting to attend 

the meeting Sunday night of 

the International Chemical 
Workers union. Every speaker 
talked of the 
‘Point 4 pro- 
gram and I 
gained as much 
information, I 
am sure, as | 
gave. 

I was very 
much interest- 
ed in hearing 
Senor Serafino 
Romualdi, Lat- 
in - American 
representative Mrs, Roosevelt 
of the. Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, tell 
how he felt the Point 4 projects 
would draw together the people 
of South America and the Unit- 
ed States. 

We also heard from an In- 
dian woman who has long been 
in the trade union movement in 
India. She emphasized the need 
for Point 4 to give aid to the 
trade unions in underdeveloped 
countries so that they may de- 
velop more quickly and strength- 
en themselves through the de- 
velopment of a well-paid work- 
ers’ middle class. 
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underdeveloped countries had a 
few very rich people who spent

In most parts of the earth, 
people can see clouds in the sky 
almost any day of the year.
